Every modern-day teacher will concede 
that comparatively little time left 
teach the three R’s when one finds

Again 
wince recall the library period, when 
little Susie (very concerned, and certainly 
brought the once beautiful 
book, Keeko, the Little Indian Boy, brand.

and water spotted. Two minutes later 
Johnny pointed out the fact that two pages 
the treasured book, Make Way for 
Ducklings, were firmly pasted together 
with (Oh horrors!) wad bubble gum. 
“Just how can any teacher endure all these 
things day after day and still enthused 
about teaching?” 

Many good father and mother give 
the emphatic assurance that children are 
difficult manage nowadays, and few, 
having experience, would deny it. But are 
the children entirely blame for their 
seemingly intractable ways? There may 
the danger teachers becoming har- 
assed their apparently fruitless efforts 
character training, that the sympathetic 
understanding needed order face 
exasperating situations with calmness may 
drowned surges impatience and 
result impulsively inflicted punishments. 


These Children Need Help 


Every good teacher deeply concerned 
about the weaknesses character manifest 
her youthful charges. her, the train- 
ing child’s heart and mind and will 
far more important than training the 
skill subjects. 

The restlessness, chaos, and moral de- 
generation our present-day world not 
fail leave their mark the callow 
natures the very young. The marvelous 
new inventions our modern world, sci- 
entifically produced faster than oldsters 
can keep pace with them, have irre- 
sistible appeal for the restlessly questioning 
minds children. 

The dangers accompanying two three 
nights week attendance movies engulf 
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our youth. These dangers are multiplied 
intensity with television. One writer has 
summarized the bad effects these modern 
forms recreation have upon the young- 
sters thus: 

Eyestrain, from looking flickering 
pictures for long time the half dark; 

unconquerable distaste for home 
study, self-developing hobbies, and whole- 
some pastimes; 

Apathy and atrophy the mind, 
whose ability think retarded, the 
senses sight and hearing are pampered 
impressions that leave the mind with 
practically nothing do; 

taste for excitement, high-pitched 
romance, adventure, and notoriety, which 
make child unfit and unready for the 
drab, monotonous duties daily life; 

Arousing infinite number de- 
sires, such are especially difficult dis- 
cipline child who sees glamorous ob- 
jects advertised the screen 
ecstatic orations about their charms;

St. John Baptist Salle and 


Juvenile Delinquency

delinquency vast prob- 
lem which confronts today’s teachers. 
well, then, for those who are engaged 
the indispensable work Catholic edu- 
cation consider the efforts St. John 
Baptist Salle, the Patron All 
Teachers, combating this great social 
Salle made use methods which were 
forerunners those modern times. 
Brother Angelus Gabriel states his 
monumental work, The Christian Brothers 
the United States, 1848-1948, “in his 
humane and understanding treatment 
youth (St. Salle) anticipated more 
than two centuries our contemporary meth- 
ods dealing with youthful delinquents.” 

Juvenile delinquency, though was not 
called thus, did exist the seventeenth- 
century France St. Salle. There 
were, undoubtedly, young waifs, disregard- 
ful the law, running the streets. 
likely that such condition was far more 
prevalent that period than our own 
day, for too often the poorer children did 
not attend school. Today, compulsory 
school-attendance laws eliminate this diffi- 
culty. fact, misdemeanors, then now, 
were not limited the poor children. Often 
enough, sons “well-to-do” people were 
involved scandals and trouble. St. 
Salle had charge number these 
latter the house St. Yon, which will 
considered later. 


The Saint’s Remedy 


St. Salle tried remedy the 
existing state affairs founding the 
Christian Brothers or, they are other-

wise named, the Brothers the Christian 
Schools. Further, the Saint worked for the 
establishment Christian schools, 
which the poor children were welcomed 
and instructed gratuitously. rela- 
tion the erection these schools that 
St. Salle writes the Rules the 
Brothers the Christian Schools: 
disorders, especially among the working 
class and the poor, usually arise from their 
having been childhood left them- 
selves and badly brought up. almost 
impossible repair this evil more 
advanced age, because the bad habits they 
have acquired are overcome only with great 
difficulty, and scarcely ever entirely, 
matter what care may taken destroy 
them, whether frequent instructions 
the use the Sacraments. the principal 
fruit expected from the institution 
the Christian Schools forestall these 
disorders and prevent their evil conse- 
quences, easy conceive the impor- 
tance such schools and their necessity.” 
Juvenile delinquency, course, decreased

Pioneer Reformatory 


St. Salle was not content with this 
general work opposing delinquency. 


established special institution that was 
intended for youths guilty such misde

Edward Fitzpatrick states:

Here, course, there 
deliberate understatement the ideal 
excellence which should inspire all Cath- 
olic education every level. This spite 
the present multiplicity institutions 
the higher levels that because inadequate 
financing, too few and too poorly trained 
and inbred teachers make ideal ex- 
cellence even goodness improbable. 

The negative aspect the problem 
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emphasized its relation parents. The 
Pope reminded the Sisters that most par- 
ents are prompted motives conscience 
entrusting their children the teaching 
Sisters. They must not lose owing in- 
ferior teaching, said. Efficient teaching 
attracts and wins the respect pupils 
and increases the influence the teaching 
Sisters molding the students’ characters 
and spiritual lives. 

There naive faith among Catholic 
parents that they send their children 
Catholic schools, their obligations are 
end. They show little interest what 
happens schools, and they discount any 
and all reports that are brought home that 
might merit least inquiry. Now there 
are excellent, good, and poor Catholic 
schools, and there are excellent, good, and 
poor Catholic teachers. Parent’s interest 
schools would make all schools better.

Each figure was constructed fundamentally 
the shape cone. this basic form 
were added the various characteristics which 
made king shepherd choir boy, 
Depending the height and attitude the 
figure desired, the cone was made from varia- 
tions the semicircle. The average height 
the figures, exclusive the angels which were 
many sizes, was one foot. When the straight 
sides were glued together, many possibilities 
were found for transforming the figure into 
whatever was wished.
